They think 
the knowledge of cooking and house- 
keeping generally will come naturally 
to them when they once are establish- 
ed in thoir own homes ; but these 
mothers little think what trouble and 
nnhnppineea may result from such a 
lack of knowledge. The old saying 
about the way to a man's heart is 
through his stomach, is a true one. 
Every man who possesses domestic 
tastes ( and they nearly all do), likes 
to have the domestic machinery run 
smoothly, and if the young wife bus a 
fair knowledge of plain cooking and 
possesses the convenientand estimable 

quality which we Ke w Englanders call 

faculty, no serious clouds will darken 
the domestic horzon. 

The coming wife will perfect herself 
in all the small details of life which go 
to make up the grand whole. It is 
not absolutely necessary that she shall 
be an elaborate cake- baker — she can 
learn that gradually, as she must many 
things in housekeeping — but she will 
understand the art of making good, 
sweet bread, both white and graham ; 
she will know just how to make light, 
wholesome murrins andvorn bre 

cook tho potatoes, so that they shall be 
white and net ; and 

soggy ; she will broil the steak so that 
it shall be tender and juicy ; she will 
fry delicious breaded cutlets, SO that 
her husband shall hardly know they 
were cut from the infant bovine which 
once gamboled in his native meadows. 
At the same time she is doing all this, 
she will bo enabled, with tho faculty 
before mentioned, to have the rich, 
olent coffee made, and the table neat;

CURIOUS Oltllliv OK DAKOTl'v

In an article in the March Cosmo- 
politan on "The Home of I he Bliz- 
zard," Joel Henton gives the follow- 
ing curious explanation of the origin 
of thgjMMM of Dakota : 

Tho territory of Dakota is. in many 
respects, the most interesting grand 
division of our country's domain. 
For a few vcars it has occupied more 
attention than any other. No stale 
or territory, certainly, litis ever risen 
to such rapid and surprising im- 
portance. 

The origin of its name has been 
the subject of some dispute ; but the 
best Indian authority, a dweller for 
fort v years among the Sioux Indians, 
makes tho word an abbreviation of 
Pa-ha Sola, which means u many 
heads, or plenty." The affix " Sola" 
always means "plenty" in the Sioux 
language. In the work Minnesota, 
it means plenty of water, the ap- 
propriateness or which designation is 
made manifest when you consider 
that the state bearing that mime is 
two-thirds land, the remaining one- 
third being water. What the many 
heads were that gave to Dakota its 
title I do not preiond to say from 
actual knowledge ; but 1 suppose ihey 
were the heads of buffaloes. Nothing 
could lie dearer to the Indian than 
this game; and here they abounded. 
Their "countless trails and wallows 
11 to be found on every hand. 
. . . not to speak of the elk, deer. 
and antelope," specimens of which 
have survived tho buffalo's practical 
extinction in the territory. 

The name Dakota is still etymo- 
logically apt, although the quadru 
pedal game has so diminished, for its 
manv heads of wheat have made n 
familiar and famous in all the 
markets of the world. Dakota, how 
ever, has in other ways been a sort of 
synonym of multitude or vastness. 
Its acres arc still many, although the 
whole of Montana and a part of Idaho 
have been taken front them. To

There have been 241 pupils connected 
with the school daring the second year, 
the largest attendance ever enrolled. 
Both the girls and boys are given in- 
struction in gymnastics. Superinten 
dent Swiler, speaking of the "Oral 
Method," makes known the fact thai 
the Wisconsin Institution was one of 
the first among Western schools to 
adopt articulation, and at present one 
fonrth of the teaching force iB applied 
to oral work. Every effort is made to 
give instruction in articulation to all 
who are capable of being benefitted by 
it. Referring to the assertion of the 
"pore oralists" that the signs tend to 
retard the education of the pupils, he 
says: 

"Some have said that the oral method 
cannot be successfully carrii-d on in a sch oo l 
woere signs and tin; manual alphabet are 
used. We are prepared to affirm, without 
fear of successful contradiction, that all deaf 
children, either in theirown homes or in any 
school, even the 'pore oral,' will use signs; 
and it is our belief that a fair comparison by 
say impartial person, or set of persons, of 
sey oral class in this school, with one that 
bus been taught in a 'pure oral' school, for 
the same length of time, will not result un- 
favorably to the class taught in the com bin 
od school. And, moreover, that the silvan 
tages of the combined, or eclectic, system, 
MTsaiiA^LUr'rtt 1 JTHlttUd .Ah«l..6»fiU.- 
Incomparably greater than any loss hum 
by association with other deaf persons in 

school. 

"Our oral pupils compare favorably with 
others, and there is abundant proof that the 
good offices of the expressive, dsMfiS live, 
thought suggesting sign- language more than 
compensates for some lack of opportunity 
to ase spoken language during the early 
rears of the school age. There are so many 
things about which a child should get cor- 
rect ideas when they are first brought to 
notice, that, if all attention were give 
the manner of speech, other important [xants 
must be neglected. The child's eyes must 
be opened; he must be taught to observe 
with precision form, color, cbnracterisiics 
and relations of common objects. His 
s n em o iy must be exercised, his vocabulary 
enlarged, penmanship acquired, and a rapid, 
accurate use of figures obtained. 1 know 
the value of articulate speech; I know the 
difficulty in acquiring it, and, were it a gift 
for my bestowal, how gladly would I impart 
it to all I But 1 also know that, were we to 
disuse sign spelling and the power of illus- 
tration, our usefulness as a school would be 
much impaired."

Here, in America, we have any 
BBober of examples of successful 
teaching by the articulation method. 
It is true, however, that all are not 
taught by a single system. The 
deaf-mute children are not meas 
oo any Procrustean bed. The deaf 
mate is not expected to fit the system, 
bat the system is made to suit the 
deaf-mote. Only those showing an 
aptitude for oral instruction are 
taught by that method. Moreover, 
each a deplorable degree of ignorance 
aa "not being able to write tbeir 
aaaaaa correctly," is unknown in the 
eaae of any deaf-mate, who has been 
to a school for even the short period 
of six months.

Tho father of Duncan Campbell, a 
native of one of the Orkney Islands, 
accompanying some persons who sup 
ported themselves by venturing their 
lives to colled, tho egg and low I with 
which many of the rocks about the 
smaller islands abOOSd, was, by iieei 
dent, left behind by I he rest of the nion 
..n uninhabited place, called tho Noss 
Brtissah, from which he was provi- 
dentially taken by a Dutch vessel that 
came about the islands to fish. This 
ship Came from Amsterdam, and after 
obtaining a sufficient quantity of fish, 
eggs, and fowl, which they likewise 
traded in, were making their way 
home, but just in sight of Amsterdam a 
terrible storm and hurricane mioho 
which drove thoin to the coast ol ZdS 
hind, and a new hurricane coining on 
then' likewise, after losing their musts 
and rigging, they were driven into 
Lapland, where Mr. Campbell became 

acquainted with a beautiful woman, 

whom he shortly afier married and by 
her bad Mr. Duncan Campbell. Mr. 
Archibald Campbell losing his wife In 
about two years after their marriage, 
returned with his son Into Scotland, 
where he married a second time, und 
it being discovered his son was deal 
and dumb, ho caused linn to bo taught 
to read and write, by a method then 
newly discovered by Ihe Celebrated 
Dr. Wallis, of OsJord. 

As Duncan Campbell advanoed in 
years, it, was found ho was gifted with

The Brooklyn Society, with that 
charaeterestie enterprise for whioh il 
has been noted since its inception, has 
engaged gentlemen to deliver lectures, 
• tc, at its room monthly during the 
balance of the year. 

On the evening of May 25th, the 
young gentleman who so skilfully 
manipulates the editorial department 
of the Journal, will spread himself 
over the society's rostrum. His sub- 
ject on that occasion will be " Think- 
ing," which leads " Yum Yum" to re- 
mark that if a little more thinking had 
been done in the past by mutes here- 
abouts, who hold themselves up as the 
•• acme of wisdom," how many mis- 
takes and how much heartburnings 
would have been avoided. The once 
famous Manhattan Literary Associa 
lion would still be a power among our 
mutes, had a little "thinking" been 
done by those wooden-heads, who, hav- 
ing been 11 ittcred in the papers, con- 
cluded they w< r> wise, and immediately 
set themselves up us " bosses.'' The 
result was soon made manifest. The 
rights of certain members were disre 
yarded and trampled upon. Personal 
quarrels were dragged into the society; 
ihe '■ bosses" proceeded to discipline 
those who would not submit to their 
sway and internal strife reigned 
supreme. The result was not long in 
doubt. The M. L. A , from being the 
most powerful society of the kind in 
the country, has sunk into total in 
significance, and holds meetings no 
longer, i hough certain of those who 
were once connected with it, say that 
it still exists.

While bis wife stood 
over him with a five months old babe 
clasped to her bosom, the death rattle 
in tbe throat was heard, the wife 
screamed, " He is dead," and all was 
over with Geo. Melnotte Grummond. 
Mrs. Grummond is left with two little 
girls, aged respectively, two years and 
five months, penniless and destitute, 
without even a week's board paid. 
Mr. Grummond's mother lives in 
Chicago, and has been telegraphed 
the news. Ex-Mayor Grummond. of 
Detroit, an uncle of the deceased, is 
now in Florida. Grnmmond worked 
for Lloyd Brezee on Chaff, in Detroit, 
and remained with him, while he con 
ducted the Evening Journal and 
Times. When Brezee obtained con- 
trol of tbe Teltgram, of Grand Rapids, 
Grummond went there, and was em- 
ployed on that paper. He remained 
there until a week ago last Saturday, 
when he had some difficulty with 
Brezee, and was discharged. He then 
went over to the Evening Leader, and 
telling a story of want ami destitution, 
was given employment, although there 
was no vacancy upon that paper.
